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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Citizens  and  School  Board: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  herewith  my  second  annual  report 
on  the  condition  of  the  schools. 

The  attendance  of  the  pupils  is  much  better  this  year 
than  last.  This  is  gratifying  for  good  progress  can  be  made 
only  when  all  are  regular  in  attendance. 

The  work  of  the  first  year  high  at  the  South  Village  had 
to  be  discontinued  this  year  due  to  the  fact  that  there  were 
no  pupils  to  take  the  course.  Several  pupils  from  Westmore- 
land are  attending  high  school  out  of  town.  If  there  are  any 
who  plan  to  enter  high  schools  in  other  towns  next  year  it 
would  be  well  for  them  to  report  the  fact  to  the  chairman  of 
the  School  Board  for  in  that  way  the  board  would  then  be 
able  to  ask  for  a  sufficient  appropriation  to  meet  this  obliga- 
tion. As  it  is  now  the  board  has  to  guess  at  the  possible  amount 
needed. 

Standard  tests  have  been  given  in  all  schools  in  the  fun- 
damental subjects.  These  show  in  arithmetic  a  need  for  more 
quick  mental  work  and  further  drill  on  the  addition  of  frac- 
tions. The  problems  in  reasoning  were  well  handled  by  most 
of  the  pupils.  Measuring  scales  in  spelling  and  writing  are  in 
all  schools  and  being  used. 
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We  are  doing  something  in  the  noon  lunch  work  but  not 
nearl}^  enough  and  in  one  school  there  has  been  a  decided  fall- 
ing off  in  this.  One  other  has  gone  ahead  beyond  expectations. 
This  work  is  important  and  closely  related  to  health  work. 
Underweight  children  are  prevalent  in  the  rural  towns  as  well 
as  in  cities  and  this  is  the  more  surprising  when  the  possibili- 
ties for  overcoming  this  are  numerous.  Children  with  this  dif- 
ficulty are  usually  under  standard  in  studies  and  attendance 
due  to  low  vitality. 

A  medical  examination  of  the  children  was  made  last  year 
and  reports  sent  to  parents  where  troubles  were  found.  These 
reports  ought  to  be  recognized  at  least  to  the  extent  of  con- 
sulting the  family  physician  to  check  up  on  the  report. 

The  buildings  in  Westmoreland  have  been  under  discus- 
sion with  the  board  for  some  time.  Last  summer  the  Depot 
school  was  painted  a  light  color  inside  and  some  general  re- 
pairs were  made  on  the  exterior  with  a  very  much  improved 
condition  of  lighting  for  the  children  in  their  work.  The  vil- 
lage school  has  been  refinished  inside  this  fall  and  winter,  a 
thing  which  has  long  been  needed.  Some  further  general  re- 
pairs are  needed  at  the  various  buildings  but  nothing  that 
needs  a  special  appropriation. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  getting  experienced  teachers  or 
in  retaining  experienced  teachers  in  all  but  one  school.  In 
that  one  the  teacher  has  had  two  years  of  college  training  and 
two  summer  sessions  at  normal  school.  The  work,  general 
appearance  and  decorum  of  all  schools  is  pleasing.  The  teach- 
ers are  interested  in  their  work  and  are  taking  a  very  great 
individual  interest  in  the  children.   You  are  fortunate.

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  School  Board, 
teachers,  pupils  and  townspeople  for  their  cooperation  and 
support  in  doing  much  for  the  children.

This  report  represents  the  earnest  efforts  of  your  com- 
mittee to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  library. 

A  branch  library  has  been  established  at  East  Westmore- 
land, through  the  kindness  of  Miss  Mary  Tatnall,  who  made 
the  arrangements  and  has  acted  as  custodian  of  the  books.* 

There  have  been  a  few  minor  repairs,  with  the  extra  ex- 
pense of  a  new  book-case. 

We  have  found  a  deplorable  lack  of  suitable  juvenile 
books,  and  have  endeavored  to  lay  a  foundation  for  a  chil- 
dren's library,  but  have  been  hampered  by  lack  of  funds.  The 
need  of  the  best  literature  for  our  growing  boys  and  girls  is 
imperative  and  should  be  supplied. 

The  total  income  of  the  library  funds  equals  only  one 
hundred  dollars,  ($100)^  after  paying  the  necessary  expenses 
of  librarian's  salary,  insurance  and  fuel,  etc.,  it  leaves  an  in- 
adequate amount  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

We  suggest  that  the  town  appropriate,  if  possible,  a  rea- 
sonable sum  for  a  book  fund.

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TRUSTEE'S  REPORT 


We  herewith  submit  our  report  for  the  year  of  1922. 

While  we  g-reatly  appreciate  the  interest  of  those  who 
patronized  the  library  during  the  past  year,  the  patronage  has 
not  increased  as  much  as  we  had  hoped  it  would.  We  feel  that 
there  is  not  enough  interest  taken  in  the  library  by  the  majority 
of  the  townspeople ;  that  if  they  realized  the  large  number  of 
educational  volumes,  the  quantities  of  magazines  of  every  de- 
scription, and  pamphlets  of  various  subjects  of  interest  to 
everyone,  besides  the  fiction  which  the  library  contains,  that 
the  number  of  patrons  would  increase. 

Our  librarian  is  always  ready  and  glad  to  render  any  ser- 
vice needed. 

As  in  the  past  few  years  the  work  has  been  this  year  se- 
riously hampered  by  lack  of  funds.  The  small  income  of  $100 
from  the  trust  funds  being  wholl}^  inadequate  to  pay  the  yearly 
running  expenses  and  leave  a  sufficient  balance  for  the  purchase 
of  books.  The  work  of  a  library  cannot  be  carried  on  success- 
fully without  the  addition  of  new  books  from  time  to  time,  and 
we  most  earnestly  request  the  townspeople  to  vote  at  least  one 
hundred  dollars  ($100)  which  would  pay  the  running  expenses 
for  this  year,  which  we  have  estimated  as  follows :  Librarian, 
$45 ;  insurance  on  building,  $12 ;  insurance  on  books,  $15 ;  and 
$28  for  incidental  expenses,  so  that  the  income  from  the  trust 
funds  may  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

One  of  the  last  estimates  of  the  State  Library  Commissioi^ 
after  careful  study  is  that  at  least  $1.00  per  capita  population 
is  necessary  to  ^ive  satisfactory  library  service.    That  would 
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mean  for  our  town  between  $600  and  $700,  so  we  feel  that  in 
asking  for  the  small  sum  of  $100  that  we  are  neither  extrava- 
gant nor  unreasonable. 

During  the  past  year  we  expended  the  $100  balance  of  the 
$150  voted  by  the  town  for  repairs  on  the  library  in  1920  for 
repairs  on  the  roof,  painting,  outside  finish,  repairing  brick- 
work, relaying  the  bank  wall  in  the  rear  of  the  building,  in- 
stalling a  trap-door  in  the  ceiling  for  use  in  case  of  fire,  and 
also  openings  for  ventilation  underneath  the  building.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


I  herewith  submit  to  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of 
Westmoreland  my  third  annual  report. 

There  are  in  Westmoreland  this  year  four  new  teachers 
out  of  a  total  of  five.  Two  of  last  year's  teachers  were  married 
and  two  left  for  larger  salaries  and  a  larger  field  of  servic(\ 
These  teachers  have  been  replaced  by  young  women  with  less 
experience  but  with  no  less  keen  sense  of  their  obligations  and 
responsibilities.  Teachers  grow  from  year  to  year  in  their 
power  in  the  school  room  and  our  teachers  are  no  exception. 
We  must  therefore  endeavor  to  keep  those  who  have  shown 
the  greatest  interest  in  their  work  and  who  have  tried  to  make 
your  schools  most  worth  while  for  the  children. 

The  corner  school  has  been  painted  both  inside  and  out 
during  the  summer.  This  building  is  now  in  very  good  shape. 
The  blackboards  are  the  only  real  drawback  in  the  working 
conditions.  The  school  at  East  Westmoreland  needs  some  minor 
repairs  badly. 

To  meet  the  shortage  of  books  and  supplies  which  were 
burned  Oct.  19  it  has  been  necessary  to  gather  in  many  odd 
copies  from  various  schools,  in  some  cases  enough  were  brought 
together  to  make  up  a  set.  For  the  most  part,  however,  new 
copies  had  to  be  bought.  It  has  not  been  possible  with  the 
money  on  hand  to  replace  all  the  supplementary  reading  which 
was  on  hand  for  both  the  primary  and  grammar  rooms.  Much 
praise  should  be  given  for  the  work  of  the  few  ladies  who  or- 
ganized a  box  supper  to  help  buy  the  little  extras  which  make 
the  school  room  work  more  interesting.    Can  we  not  join  in 
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complementing  the  teachers  and  pupils  for  the  way  they  have 
taken  care  of  the  town  hall?  Even  though  the  children  are 
small  there  is  no  end  of  damage  that  might  have  been  done  had 
not  the  teachers  and  children  entered  into  the  spirit  of  the 
situation.  Let  us  hope  it  may  continue  during  the  year. 

There  were  last  year  95  different  pupils  registered.  0^ 
these  twelve  were  not  promoted,  or  moved  away  during  the 
year.  The  attendance  was  91  per  cent,  an  improvement  over 
the  year  before.  The  average  salary  of  teachers  last  year  was 
$884.  This  year  it  is  $834.  This  is  below  the  most  common  fig- 
ure in  the  State. 

Teachers  are  not  yet  plentiful  but  the  conditions  are  not 
as  trying  as  two  years  ago. 

With  the  assistance  of  the  Keene  Normal  School,  a  survey 
of  the  work  in  the  most  common  branches  is  being  made.  It 
will  not  be  possible  to  determine  the  correct  standard  for  every 
subject  but  the  survey  will  help  to  show  us  where  we  are  in 
need  of  greater  stress.
